FOREIGN NEWS. 


Fatal Riot Between the Soldiery and Civ- 
Ilians in Ireland—Flashes by Cable. 

WarterrorD, IRLAND, July 18.—The anniversary 
of the battle of the Boyne yesterday caused a large 
increase in the usual Sunday number of drunken 
men to be on the streets last night. Among them 
were many of the soldiers belonging to the Welsh 
regiment doing garrison duty here. A number of 
citizens gotinto a drunken rew with the soldiers, 
during which the latter bayonetted to death one of 
former. The commotion attracted crowds of men 
to the scene. When the civilians realized that one 
of their number had been killed, they became furi- 
ous and fell upon the soldiers with such force that 
the Jatter were compelled to beat a hasty retreat to 
their barracks, The mob followed them up, but 
being threatened with powder and ball if they at- 
tempted to force an entrance to the barracks, they 
contented themselves with smashing the windows 
of the barracks with rocks. The rage ef the popu- 
lace was so great this morning that it was deemed 
best to transfer the Welsh regiment to some other 
place. This was done immediately, and as the 
soldiers marched from the barracks to the railway 
station, surrounded by policemen, a mob followed 
them, hooting and stoning the soldiers. Several 
Parne!lite members of Parliament have telegraphed 
that they will bring the matter before the Govern- 
ment and demand an immediate inquiry into the 
outrage. It is generally believed that the soldiers 
began the row.

AMERICAN RAILWAY SHARES. 

London, July 13.— The Standard's financial arti- 
cle, referring to the difficulties occurring in connec- 
tion with the transfer of certificates of American 
railway shares in accordance with the laws of the 
United States,says: “Itis time that the Stock 
Exchange Committee devised measures to avoid 
such troubles. Its treatment of American railway 
securities has hitherto been too lax in every respect, 
as unfortunate investors have found to their cost.’

Mapnm, July 183.— There were 1,417 new cases of 
cholera reported in Spain yesterday and 667 deaths.

Steep Increase on the Switching 
Rates in East St. Louis.

The Trade of St. Louis Hampered and 
at the Mercy of the Wiggins Ferry 
Company Monopoly—A Grasping 
Corporation-—-A Check to St. Louis’ 
Growth. 


Ever sinee the Wiggins Ferry Company absorbed 
the Madison County and Illinois and St. Louis Ferry 
Car Transfer and the Venice and Carordelet Belt 
Road it has been expected that rates for switching 
would be advanced. The Wiggins Company hav- 
ing absolute control of the switching on 
the East side and being of rather 
a grasping disposition, it was to be sus 
posed that it would take advantage of its oppor- 
tunities for making a little more money, and 
besides, the officers of the company had intimated 
for a couple of weeks past thatan advance might 
be looked for. It was not much of a surprise, 
therefore, to the railroads and the 
warehousemen and manufacturers in East St. 
Louis, when on Saturday night they 
received an official notification that between cer- 
tain points the rate would hereafter be 4 and 8 
cents per 100 pounds with a minimum rate of $1 
and $2 per car In other words, where in the 
past the rate had been $1 for a car, whatever it con- 
tained, the rate would now be $1 60 if that car con- 
tained 40,000 pounds, and $1 if it coutained 25,000 
pounds or less. The new rates and the old com-

reform to unearth vices and villainies too horrible 
to relate, but an offense against public virtue. And 
this because the high-born and wealthy are ex- 
posed, and not the low-born and the penniless, 


Centers of Population. 
From the Boston Herald. 

A weil known English statistician, Mr. R Price 
Williams, has recently published a paper on the 
growth of London, in which he says it may be 
safely asserted that without the agency of steam 
power the London of to-day would be an impossi- 
bility, amd further, that if, owing to sudden in- 
vasion or to any unforeseen calamity, the facilities 
now offered by steam power for supplying the 
daily wants of 4000, 000 inhabitants were destroyed, 
London would be reduced to. the verge of starva- 
tion in a single week. It is true that this state- 
ment is in certain ways contradicted by the ability 
shown by the inhabitants of Paris to sustain first a 
siege of four months, and later on one of two 
months, although at the time containing a popula- 
tion of at least 1,750,000. But in the case of Paris 
the people had abundant warning of what was 
coming, and were afforded all the ovportunity they 
required to prepare for the ordeal of a blockade 
by the German army,if not forthe siege which 
followed the uprising of the Commune. But it is 
probable that the present means of transportation 
are necessary to make a city of three or four mill- 
ion inhabitants a possibility; and hence it is equaily 
probable that the statements that afte made con- 
cerving the vast population contained in ancient 
cities are highly imaginary. Like the armies of 
antiquity, that oriental fancy swelled into enor- 
mous dimensions, the cities of Ninevah, Babylon. 
Thebes and Rome are said to have contained in their 
day a population almost as large as that of the 
greatest modern capital. The drift of population 
toward the great business centers is not a new 
movement, but is prebable that it never in the past 
attained the dimeusions that it has in the present. 


The London Exposures. 
From the New York Tribune. 

The Pall-Mall Gazette has carried the Criminal 
Law bill through the Commons. A week ago that 
mgasure, designed principally for the protection of 
the young women of tender years, was apparently 
hung up for the remainder of the session, along with 
many other Radical crotchets and humafiitarian 
projects. The terrible recitals which have been 
published this week have forced a reluctant Par- 
lament to act upon it and to order it toa third 
reading, practically insuring its passage. This is a 
result that goes far towards justifying the: vonduct 
of that journal in exposing the vices and immor- 
alities of aristocratic London, Practical, sober- 
minded and fastidious legislators, representing in 
the main the middle classes of English society, 
would not have taken up that Radical measure of 
social reform if their indignation had not been 
aroused by the series of articles which has caused 
such intense excitement throughout England, Mr. 
Stead, the editor of the Pall-Mall Gazette, may 
spare himself the trouble of publishing letters from 
Mr. Spurgeon and the Bishops in commendation of 
his course. The Commons have given his journal a 
certificate ot good character and reformatory 
efficiency. He may even venture to despise the 
taunts of his rivals and the denunciations of 
prurient critics in what is known as the best socie- 
ty. He may hope to be instruméntal in winning a 
great moral victory even if Marlborough House 
stops taking his paper. 


No Confeds, Wanted.

Salt as an Infaat Industry. 
From the St. Paul Pioneer Press. 

The manufacture of salt in this country is not an 
“infant industry.“ It has had plenty of time to 
get upon its feet. There are less than half a dozen 
places in the United States where the business is 
carried on to an extent worth mentioning. Yet 
this product, one of the commonest of all necessa- 
ries of life, is taxed to the enormous extent of 12 
cents per hundred, in order that every citizen may 
choose whether he will pay a high price for the 
foreign article or use that which is still, by the pro- 
tectionist’s confession, vastly inferior.

expelled from his regiment and imprisoned for rob- 
bery, rebellion and arson. How he succeeded in 
escaping from Russia with this record of crime on 
his suouiders is not known. Since then ne has vis- 
ited Berlin, Brussels, Paris, Rome, Madrid, Vienna 
aud nearly all the iesser cities, and swindled every 
one with whom he came in contact. His success 
was com , Phenomenal. He would enter a 
wealthy jeweiry establishment, and, after five min- 
utes’ talk with the 3 would emerge blazing 
with diamonds. e d in the finest hoteis at 
owner's expense, or, tue latter, growing 
impatient, should insist on having his bili paid, the 
„prince“ would step out to the nearest bank and 
return with a bursting purse. He persuaded the 
Russian Consul in Vienna to give him a passport as 
an officer of good standing in the Imperial Guard. 
A couple of months ago he insulted a member of 
the bassy at Rome and was challenged to a

and an adept with a loaded cane, he has no desire 
to beiore sword or pistol. He accepted the 
challenge, and while his antagonist and the seconds 
were awaiting him on the und, he was oa his 
way to Genoa. There he almost murdered a young 
man of aristocratic lineage for steaiing his pretty 
mistress. The young man chailenged him, and 
the Prince engaged two officers of a Kussian man- 
of-war in the bay of Naples to act as his seconds. 
The duel was to take place lu Belgium. All hands 
started for Belgium except the Prince, who quietly 
ed to Rome. The result of this action of 
cowardice and deception was a double duei in Bel- 
gium, one between tue two Russian officers who 
were acting as Savine's seconds, and the other be- 
tween one of these officers and Savine’s antazonist. 
Arriving at Rome he swindled several thousaud 
francs from a certain distinguished 
minister to the Vatican, and then 
came to Paris. Here he was informed of the 
presence of his seconds, the two oflicers of Naples 
who were looktug for him, and be wastily set out 
for Berliu. He delayed in Beriin only joay enough 
to persuade a leading banker to cash for him a 
forged note on a wealthy morchant of Odessa. He 
then returned to Paris and borrowed 12,000 francs 
on the strength of his acquaintance with the Berlin 
banker whom he bad swindled. He is now in jail 
and his trial will take place in a few days. 
He will perhaps be condemned to a few 
months’ imprisoument, and then be will resume 
his successful career. His devices in the art of 
swindling are innumerabie. One of his methods is 
to profit by the charms of his mistresses to attract 
wealthy men to his apartments and win from them 

large sums in gambiing. 

THE FOLLOWING ANECDOTE

Purapetps, July 18. Mrs. P. K. Heller, the 
wife ot a packer in the Custom House here, who 
resides with her husband and her father and mother 
at 1405 Ontario street, was mysteriously robbed 
yesterday evening. The house in which the family 
lives is a three-story brick structure, with a 
two-story extension in the rear, being one of a row 
of similar houses, Friday night Mr. Heller went to 
bed on the second story with one of the children, 
while his wife slept with another child 
on the floor above. Mr. Heller had brought 
home $1,100 * few days previously 


which he intended to go to Reading Saturday to 
invest. The money he gave to his wife, and she 
says she placed it in an oil skin bag which she tied 
around her waist underneath her night dress, which 
she wore over her chemise. It was about 3 o'clock 
in the morning, she says, when she was awakened 
by a draught from one of the rear windows and 
arose to lower the sash. She found that the blinds, 
which she had closed up on retiring, were open. 
As she leaned forward to close hem she was 
SEIZED BY A MAN 
the window and whom she 
had not seen in the dark. He _ clutched 
her by the throat and choked her, and 
she seized his hand and began to struggle, although 
she did not scream. He then pet his arm around 
her waist and in so doing his hand touched the bag 
containing the money. He seized the bag, tore 
it loose from the string and then ran to the door, 
Mrs. Heller caught him but still uttered no cry, 
The burglar succeeded in descending the stairs, 
Mrs. Heuer struggling with him. Thus they passed 
the room in which her husband was sleeping and 
down the long stairs to the front door when the 
man threw her aside and opened the door 
and rushed out, Then, for the first 
time, Mrs. Heller screamed, arousing her husband. 
He seized his pistol and rao down stairs where he 
found his wife, who told him of the robbery. Mr. 
Heller at once opened the door and found private 
watchman Jonn Fegley outside the house. He was 
told of what had happened and he summoned 
policeman Simpson and an investigation was begun. 
MRS. HELLER 
did not appear to be excited. There were two slight 
scratches on ber neck which she said might have 
been inflicted by the burglar when he grasped her 
throat. or by herself when she seized his hands. 
She said the thief was a tall, wiry man, with a 
dark mustache. “How did he get the bag away 
from you?" asked Policeman Simpson. “He tore 
it away the moment his hand struck it.” “Did he 
t his band under your night dress?” No; he 
it away from the outside. Mra. Heller at first 
said that there was $500 in the bag, and afterwards 
said it contained $1,138 in $10 and $20 bills. Her 
busband said that although the door of his room 
was open he did not hear the struggle between his 
wife and the thief as they went down the stairs, 
and was not awakened until his wife 
screamed. He said that no one 
but himself and his wife knew that the money was 
in the house. The dwellings on each side of the 
house—both occupied by women—were searched, 
but no trace of thethief was found. The police 
seem inciined to discredit Mrs, Helier’s story, but 
Watchman Fegley says that from her condition 
when he was summoved she was undoubtedly 
robbed, and the marksof fingers were upon her

THE BATTLE OT MANASSAS. 


General Wade Hampton Describes Errors 


in Some Accounts of the Fight. 

CHaRLEston, 8. C., July 13.—The News and 
Courier publishes a long letter from General 
Wade Hampton, correcting errors in the recent 
articles of Generals Johnson and Imboden touching 
the first battle of Manassas or, Bull Run. 
General Hampton shows that the Hampton Legion, 
600 strong, which he commanded, arres the 
victorious columns of Sherman and Keyes who 
were driving the Confederate forces back, and that 
the legion so delayed the Federal advance as to en- 
able Confederate reinforcements to be brought up.

Judge Labke Decides the Updike Lease- 
hold Matter Against the City.

EXCHANGE CAPTIVES. 

We believe it was in 1859 or 1860 that Colonel 
Chavez, with his New Mexico volunteers, cap- 
tured several Navajoes and made an exchange 
for the Mexican prisoners. Both mother and 
daughter were wedded to Indians, and in ad- 
dition to two children by her husband, Mrs. 
Lobato left a little babe behind, the offspring 
by her Indian liege and lord—the tribe - 
ing the child as a genuine Navajo, and not 
transferable, notwithstanding the fact that the 
child was but one day old. 

Geronimo is now about 38 years of and 
one of the best-known Indian commanders in 
the United States. He is noted for his cunn 
and ferocity, added to his extraordinary 
asatrailerand dexterity in the use of arms, 
and his great influence over men has gained for 
him an unlimited influence amo 0 le 
of his adoption. He speaks , Spanish 
and several Indian dialects and combines many 
of the detestable traits of the Indian with all of 
the vilest attributes of the superior race, We 
believe his mother, brother, sister and aunts 
still reside at La Jo a, on the Rio Grande, 
while his father, Jose Louis, the Mexican 
Ole Bull of the time, has gone beyoud 
the reach of Indian or civilized foe, 

ALWAYS A “BAD INDIAN.” 

The vindictive and irreclaimably bad char- 
acter of Geronimo leaves but little doubt that 
he will never cease from attempting to block 
the progress of civilization or become recon- 
ciled to the monotony of a peaceful existence 
as a government pet, unless thoroughly con- 
verted by cold lead into such a condition as 
would make him a good aboriginal anatomical 
subject for some medical museum.
